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INTRODUCTORY. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
SANITARY  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  Borough,  which  is  also  the  twentieth  presented 
to  you  by  successive  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

The  year  1894  stands  out  prominently  in  the  sanitary  history  of 
the  Borough,  for,  in  it,  the  death-rate  16'7  was  the  lowest  on  record. 
For  the  whole  country,  the  general  death-rate  was  considerably 
below  the  average. 

The  zymotic  death-rate,  too,  which  is  one  of  the  best  guides  to 
the  state  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  town,  was  lower  than  that 
of  any  other  year  on  record,  with  one  exception.  It  fell  for  the  year 
to  1'3  per  thousand  :  in  1888  it  was  1-2.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  upon  the 
j.ate  of  increase  between  the  census  of  1881  and  1891,  was  87,045. 

Births. — The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  3,018, 
corresponding  to  a  rate  of  34-6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
rate  for  the  previous  year  was  practically  the  same,  34-59.  The 
births  were  registered  in  the  two  Registration  Districts  as  follows : —

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 
was  1,470,  of  which  101  occurred  in  the  Workhouse  at  Harton  among 
persons  who  formerly  resided  in  the  Borough.  Excluding  the  deaths 
of  11  persons,  who  died  in  the  Borough  but  who  did  not  belong  to 
South  Shields,  the  total  is  1,459,  a  number  which  is  equivalent  to  a 
death-rate  of  16-76  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  death-rate  for 
the  previous  year  was  21-9,  so  that  387  more  deaths  occurred  in  1893 
than  in  1894. 

The  total  of  1470  deaths,  771  were  males  and  699  were  females, 
a  proportion  of  1,103  males  to  1,000  females.

Infantile  Mortality. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age  registered  during  the  year  was  418,  a  number 
amounting  to  28'6  per  cent,  of  the  total  births,  and  corresponding 
to  138  deaths  per  1,000  registered  births. 

This  number  is  a  considerable  decrease  on  that  of  the  previous 
year,  when  it  rose  to  180,  and  shows  a  saving  of  infant  lives  of  42 
per  1,000  children  born  over  that  of  last  year. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  amounted  to  599, 
or  41-0  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  1-3  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  the  lowest  rate  on  record  except  that  for  the  year  1888, 
when  it  was  1'25.  This  is  certainly  a  most  satisfactory  rate,  and 
although  it  is  no  criterion  as  to  the  amount  of  infectious  disease  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year,  yet  it  is  an  evidence  that  those  diseases 
were  not  nearly  so  fatal  as  usual.

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  was,  as  in  the  preceding  year, 
again  epidemic  in  the  Borough,  the  total  number  of  notifications 
received  being  713,  which  shows  an  increase  over  1893  of  104.  The 
number  of  deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  disease  was  33,  equal  to 
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a  death-rate  of  4*6  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  and  -38  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  case  death-rate  was  -6  per  cent,  lower  than  and 
the  death-rate  per  population  the  same  as  that  of  the  preceding  year. 
All  the  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  15  years  of  age. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. —  Neither  of  these  diseases 
appeared  to  be  so  prevalent  as  during  1893,  but,  since  neither  of 
them  is  notifiable  in  the  Borough,  only  a  very  rough  estimate  of 
their  prevalence  can  be  formed  from  other  more  or  less  reliable 
sources  of  information.  The  deaths  from  measles  numbered  16,  and 
from  whooping  cough  9,  equivalent  to  death-rates  of  -18  and  T03 
respectively,  per  1,000  of  the  population.  From  both  diseases  nearly 
the  whole  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Smallpox. — At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Borough  was 
entirely  free  from  this  disease,  but  it  did  not  long  remain  so,  for  on 
January  7th  a  sailor,  lodging  in  a  house  in  High  Shields,  was  noti¬ 
fied  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox.  He  had  unfortunately  been 
some  days  ashore  before  securing  medical  aid,  so  that  a  succession 
of  cases  of  the  disease  contracted  from  him  was  not  to  be  wondered 
at.  In  all,  13  cases  occurred  up  to  the  month  of  May,  when  it  dis¬ 
appeared,  all  of  them  being  more  or  less  directly  traceable  to  the 
first  case.  Then  for  four  months  the  disease  was  absent,  but  on 
October  2nd  another  case,  the  patient  being  also  a  sailor,  and  having 
imported  the  disease  from  abroad,  occurred  within  a  stone’s  throw 
of  the  case  of  January  7th.  No  other  case  occurred  during  the  year, 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that,  out  of  the  total  of  14  cases,  no 
death  occurred. 

All  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Whiteleas  Smallpox  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  the  disinfection  of  the  houses  in  which  they  occurred 
rigidly  carried  out. 

Cholera. — No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year, 
nor  were  there,  to  my  knowledge,  any  cases  of  diarrhoea  of  a  choleraic 
nature. 

A  number  of  persons  arriving  by  ship  from  cholera  infected 
ports  were  notified  to  us  by  various  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  as 
coming  into  the  Borough,  but,  although  they  were  visited  and  kept 
under  observation  for  several  days,  no  sickness  of  a  diarrhoeal  nature 
occurred  amongst  any  of  them. 
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Diphtheria. — The  number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  registered 
was  4,  which,  out  of  a  total  of  41  notifications  received  during  the 
year,  gives  a  death-rate  of  9-7  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  and  a  rate  of 
■04  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

“  Fever.” — This  heading  includes  Typhus,  Typhoid  or  Enteric 
Fever,  Continued,  Eelapsing,  and  Puerperal  Fevers. 

There  were  no  cases  of  typhus  fever  notified  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

Enteric  fever  caused  7  deaths,  out  of  a  total  of  76  cases  noti-  ' 
fied,  corresponding  to  a  case  death-rate  of  22  per  cent,  and  a  death- 
rate  of  ‘lO  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  disease  was  neither  so 
prevalent  nor  so  fatal  as  during  the  previous  year.  The  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  house  or  locality  where  the  majority  of  the  cases 
occurred  again  bore  out  the  remarks  made,  with  regard  to  this 
disease,  in  the  Annual  Eeport  for  1893,  as  to  its  prevalence  among 
filth  of  all  descriptions,  either  above  or  below  ground,  and  especially 
in  localities  where  privy-middens  abound.  The  disease  was  not 
specially  prevalent  at  any  part  of  the  year,  except,  perhaps,  Septem¬ 
ber  and  August,  but  the  cases  were  fairly  evenly  distributed  over  the 
several  months  of  the  year. 

Seven  notifications  each  of  continued  fever  and  puerperal  fever 
were  received,  but  no  deaths  occurred  from  either  disease. 

Diarrhoea. — The  deaths  of  36  persons  were  registered  as  due 
to  diarrhoea,  a  number  equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  '41  per  1,000, 
the  lowest  death-rate  on  record  from  this  disease,  with  the  exception 
of  the  year  1888.  There  was  a  very  marked  falling  off  from  the 
previous  year,  when  the  number  of  deaths  was  129,  and  the  death- 
rate  1'53  per  1,000. 

72  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year 
of  age,  and  94J  per  cent,  in  children  under  five.

The  total,  983,  shows  a  slight  decrease  on  the  previous  year, 
but  was  still  some  50  per  cent,  higher  than  during  the  year  1892, 
the  increase  being  chiefly  due  to  scarlet  fever,  though  there  was  also 
a  greater  prevalence  of  diphtheria,  erysipelas,  and  enteric  fever. 
No  friction  whatever  occurred  in  the  working  of  this  act,  which  con¬ 
tinues  to  work  smoothly  and  satisfactorily,  neither  was  any  objection 
raised,  or  any  hindrance  offered  to  any  officer  of  the  department  in 
the  execution  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  them  in  accordance  with 
the  act,  which,  it  is  still  not  generally  known,  confers  no  powers  of 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  infected  persons.

As  in  previous  years,  on  two  or  three  occasions  the  scarlet  fever 
ward  was  greatly  overcrowded,  indeed,  on  one  occasion  there  were 
as  many  as  38  patients,  mostly  young  children  however,  in  the  block 
which  was  originally  intended  for  20. 

In  the  case  of  scarlet  fever,  the  mortality  of  hospital  treated 
cases,  4.5  per  cent.,  was  practically  the  same  as  that  of  home 
treated  cases,  4'6  per  cent.  ;  but  the  mortality  from  enteric  fever 
treated  in  the  hospital,  15‘4  per  cent,  was  very  much  below  that  of 
home  treated  patients  with  the  same  disease,  viz.  :  26  per  cent.

Whiteleas  Hospital. — This  hospital  has  indeed  proved  to  be 
a  great  boon  to  the  town,  though,  of  course,  it  must  be  admitted 
that  a  building  of  a  permanent  character  would  have  been  far 
preferable.  During  the  year  it  was  found  that  serious  defects  existed 
in  the  main  structure,  cooking  arrangements,  etc.,  and  at  consider¬ 
able  cost  these  were  remedied  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Fourteen  patients  were  treated  there,  all  the  patients  fortunately 
recovering  satisfactorily.

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GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 


Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. — The  number  of  applications 
for  licenses  under  the  bye-laws  for  the  above  was  41,  of  which  14 
were  recommended  to  the  Watch  Committee  to  be  granted  and  27 
refused.  The  recommendations  were  followed  in  each  case. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  would  point  out  that  there  are 
now  some  120  of  these  lodging  houses  in  all  parts  of  the  town.  The 
stafi  of  the  Health  Department  available  for  systematic  inspection 
of  these  premises,  consisting  of  only  two  Inspectors,  is  absolutely 
inadequate  to  exercise  any  control  over  them,  and  to  see  that  the 
requirements  of  the  bye-laws  are  carried  out.  The  police  do  cer¬ 
tainly  visit  the  premises  more  or  less  frequently,  but  their  function 
hardly  extends  so  far  as  the  enforcement  of  purely  sanitary  matters. 

There  are  several  other  matters,  also,  to  which  the  above 
remarks  apply,  viz.,  the  systematic  inspection  of  common  lodging 
houses,  houses  let  iu  lodgings,  of  tenement  dwellings,  etc.,  which  it 
is  absolutely  impossible  to  thoroughly  control  with  the  present 
inadequate  staff  of  Inspectors  of  Nuisances.  The  latter  consists,  at 
present,  of  one  Chief  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  one  Assistant  Inspector, 
and  one  Inspector  of  Food,  Slaughter  Houses,  etc.  It  is  somewhat 
remarkable  that  while  the  population  of  the  Borough  has  nearly 
doubled  during  the  past  twenty  years,  and  increased  enormously 
commercially  and  in  rateable  value,  the  sanitary  staff  should  have 
remained  practically  in  statu  quo.  From  the  appended  report  of  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  it  will  be  seen  that  year  after  year  the 
number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  amounts  to  some  two  thousand,  and 
as  we  cannot  for  a  moment  presume  that  these  are  the  whole  of  the 
nuisances  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  public  which  exist  in  the 
Borough  in  any  particular  year,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the 
Sanitary  Authority  is  remiss  in  this  respect.  It  would  not,  in  my 
opinion,  be  going  too  far  if  the  Authority  took  as  a  basis  for  an 
adequate  staff  of  Inspectors  of  Nuisances,  one  Inspector  to  every  ten 
thousand  of  the  population. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — These  were  thoroughly  over¬ 
hauled  by  the  Sub-Sanitary  Committee  during  the  year,  and,  as  a 
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result  of  that  action,  the  number  of  licensed  houses  was  reduced 
from  32,  capable  of  accommodating  801  persons,  to  18,  capable  of 
accommodating  335. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890 — The  num¬ 
ber  of  houses  dealt  with  under  this  act  was  seven.  In  each  instance 
the  house  was  closed,  though  two  were  subsequently  put  into  good 
repair  and  sanitary  condition,  and  re-opened. 

Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1890. — Only  one  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  certificate  for  exemption  from  Inhabited  House  Duty 
under  the  above  act  was  made  during  the  year,  which,  however,  was 
refused. 

Slaughter  Houses  and  Offensive  Trades. — These  remain 
in  the  same  condition  as  in  previous  years.  They  undoubtedly  con¬ 
stitute  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  danger  to  the  public  health 
which  exist  in  the  Borough.  It  is,  however,  satisfactory  to  find  that 
the  feeling  in  favour  of  a  public  slaughter  house  is  growing  on  all 
hands,  and  particularly  amongst  those  most  interested ;  and  probably 
the  time  is  not  now  far  distant  when  one  or  more  public  slaughter 
houses  will  be  erected  by  the  Authority.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  FOOD, 
SLAUGHTER  HOUSES,  Etc. 


To  Dr.  TUENBULL,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1894.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  work  done  as  shown  by  tabulated  statements,  I  have  made 
1,160  visits  to  slaughter  houses,  36  to  cowsheds,  54  to  bakehouses, 
32  to  tripe  preparing  establishments,  21  to  fish  cuiing  establish¬ 
ments,  6  to  taUow  chandleries,  7  to  gut  scraping  establishments, 
and  511  to  milk  shops  and  dairies. 

Cowsheds. — At  the  beginning  of  the  year  these  numbered  12, 
only  1  of  which  complied  with  the  Regulations.  Instructions  were 
given  to  the  remainder  to  make  the  necessary  alterations ;  in  the 
majority  of  cases  these  instructions  have  been  carried  out,  while  1 
cowshed  has  been  closed  altogether. 

Dairies  and  Milk  Shops. — Applications  for  registration 
under  the  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops  Order,  numbered  194,  of  which  I 
recommended  the  Committee  to  grant  170  and  refuse  24,  which  was 
done. 

Bakehouses. — These  number  20,  and  are  mostly  in  a  very 
unsatisfactory  condition,  some  of  them  being  utterly  unfit  for  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  used. 

Fish  Curing,  Tripe,  Tallow  Chandling,  and  Gut  Scraping 
Establishments. — There  are  7  fish  curing  establishments,  2  tallow 
chandlers,  7  tripe  preparing  establishments,  and  2  gut  scraping 
establishments  in  the  Borough ;  with  the  exception  of  the  latter,  I 
have  found  these  generally  to  be  kept  in  a  fairly  good  condition.
